Munperep Asp Rowvpep.—Meadville, o
small village in Salisbury township, this
county, near the Welsh Mountain, wae in-
tensely excited on Sunday and Moniday on
nccount of the mysterious death of Mrs,
Naney Wallnee, the wife of Isnne Walluce,
The latter, it appears, left howo on Satur-
day evening and returned after midaight,
and after feeding his horse went fo the
house and knosked at the door, but no one
nnswered. e then passed to anotlier side
of the house and discovered a ladder reach.
ing to sn upper window, and also & man
running through the yard and out mte the
rond, He entered by way of the basement,
nscended to the room cceupied by Lis wife
and found her lying on the floor, dead, He
slruck a light and went out and nalarmed
the neighbors, who came and laid the body
on the bed, The bed was found to be in
disorder, and the night elothing of the de-
gensed was torn, clearly indieating o gtrug-
gle, slthough no wmarks of jvislence were
found on the body, except slight mark of
finger or fluger uail on the thront, Mr.
Wallace says his wife had aboul $73 in her
posaession, which is missing, Yesterday
a Covoner's jury made sowe inguiry and
rendered n verdiot that degeased “came to
her death by being frightened and violently
used by a person, who entered the house
with the design of murder and robbery,
unknown to them,” Mr, Wallage, in a
stntement made to a reporter of the New
Era, says his wile always kept bis money,
but did not koow where she kept it ; tha
she may have had it seoreted somewlere.
Also, thay for o number of yenrs she had
not been well, being subject to spells of
Beart disease, The goneral belief in the
neighborhood s that it is o elear cuse of
wurder, and that n move thorough investi-
gution should be made. The nolorious
Welsh Mountain gang of eriminals veside
within o fow miles of Mr, Wallace's resi-
dence.—Columbin Courant.

SUCCESSFUL RALD OX TUER ILLICIT NISTILLERS
OF SOUTHWESTERN PEXNSYLVANIA.
sSpeehnd IMspateh ta Philla, Thmes,

Fittsburgl, June 2h—Colleetor Davis
and s men are meeting with great suceess
in their raid on illicit distillers in the

mountaing, The mavner in which ho dis-
covered thue iliieit distilling was being done
was from finding a kog of whisky which
was not stamped,  In the early part of last
week Agent Grimeson, Government Store-
keeper  Hadden and Depury  Colkector
Houseman shurted out to hunt up the stiils,
Through tho statewments of a4 boy they
lenrned of the exact location of a &1ill kept
by a fumily named Dean, about sixteen
miles from Uniontown and mnear the West
Virginin line, Messrs  Grimeson and
Honzeman went up to the door of the still
house. Mr. Haddon heing left with the
wagon, when they were confronted, as they
stnte, by three men armed with ritles, and
presently another band of armed men ap
peared, The officers theréfore considered
it judicious to retrent, They camwe to the
city and explained the ense to Collecton
Davis, who immediately Inid the facts he-
fore the department at Washington and
angked for means Lo proseculo 1he iu\.'uglig:\-
tion further nnd brenk up the gang. IHe
received in roply instructions to stop the
illicit distilling al any cost. e procecded
to erganize a band of fiftcen men of known
courage and reliability, armed them with
Spencer rifles, avd on Friday afternoon
they started for the seener At Unionlown
the force took wagone and drove to the
place where Grimeson sud Housemnn had
heen repulsed,
FRUITS OF THE BAID,
The result of their investigation was the
capture of four stills and seven men, The
lotter were brought to the city Eaturday
night and confined in the Central police
station over Funday. Their names are
Edward Dean, Andrew J, Dean, Thomag I3,
Denn, Jame= M. Eullivan, Hiram Savage
tilns Bavage and Elisha Dean. They are
oll rather hard-looking and dressed in
homegpun olothing, very much the worse
for wenr and dirt, They maiutain that
they nre innocent and ingist that they
koow nothing of the sttack on Messys
Gimerson and Hooseman, and think there
was unone, In ihat reglon nesrly every

maole inhabitant wha is old enough is the

owner of w equirveel vifle, which he carrys
with him nlmoat ‘nvarinbly when trudging
about, a8 the inhabitants of that distrie
are compelled to depend in & mensure ou
gnme for fuod, The officors, the prisoners
think, saw two or three men with these
ritles and beenwe frightened, The Deans
further say that the still owned by thom is
an old and valueless one. Thelr story is
that some three or four years ago n New
Yorker sat up the still and operated it in
distilling winter green. He went away
owing the Deaus for Loard and rent, and
they have kept the still sinee ns security.
Two or three years ago the shed over the
still was burned, tha still warped, the
worin broken and other damage done lo it
which has never beon repaived. The offi-

the stills warm and & quantity of mash
ready to be used, Thowmus Dean ncknowl-
edges there are n good many sillls in his
neightorhood, but be claima they are only
uted in the distillation of winter green
The officers are slill iuvestigating, and
with success, ns the fullowing telegram,
reesived by Collecior Lavis this eveniug
shows :
